Nova Scotia 
ready for 
heightened 
flu alert: 
Officials 


Flu Outbreak

sickness The World Health 
Organization has raised its 
pandemic flu alert Thurs¬ 
day to Level 6, the highest 
possible level. 

But authorities in Nova 
Scotia said there is no 
need to change the way 
they deal with influenza A 
(H1N1), also known as 
swine flu. 

Chief public health offi¬ 
cer Robert Strang said 
they have already been 
treating swine flu as a 
pandemic and the cases in 
Nova Scotia have so far 
been similar to normal flu 
sickness. 

So far it has been treat¬ 
ed like the normal flu, but 
with close monitoring. 

Strang said the govern¬ 
ment will know if the dis¬ 
ease turns serious and are 
preparing emergency pro¬ 
tocols for the region if 
that happens. 

“We need to prepare No¬ 
va Scotia’s health-care sys¬ 
tem for the possibility we 
will see more and more se¬ 
rious cases of the virus,” 
he said. “We need to be 
prepared for the strain 
this could place on the 
health-care system.” 

There have been 79 con¬ 
firmed cases of H1N1 in 
Nova Scotia, and many 
more untested cases. One 
person was recently hospi¬ 
talized with the illness but 
is now recovering.

Parents of murdered woman face long wait before trial of her accused killers

The parents of Jennifer 
Horne are relieved trial 
dates for her alleged 
killers were finally set 
Thursday, but no matter 
how much time passes 
before justice is served 
they know their 
daughter won't soon be 
forgotten. 

Still, it will be a year be¬ 
fore Desmond Maguire, 
38, and Ashley Haley, 21, 
stand trial on first-degree 
murder, with the start 
date set for June 7, 2010. 

“Nobody will forget Jen¬ 
nifer,” Kevin Horne, the 
20-year-old murder vic¬ 
tim’s father, told re¬ 
porters Thursday outside 
of a downtown Halifax 
courtroom. 

“We’re hurt ... Jennifer 
was a sweet, innocent 
girl. She didn’t deserve 
this.” 

The young Cole Har¬ 
bour woman turned up 
dead on New Year’s Eve 
2007. Police discovered 
her naked body stuffed in 
the bedroom closet of an 
apartment on Dart¬ 
mouth’s Lawrence Street, 
where the common-law 
couple accused of killing

Jimmy Melvin Jr. was sup¬ 
posed to appear in court 
Thursday following his 
brother but Halifax lawyer 
Josh Arnold instead ap¬ 
peared on his behalf. 

The judge set next Jan. 25 
through Feb. 1,2010 as a tri¬ 
al by jury for the 27-year-old 
Melvin, who is facing one 
charge of conspiring to 
commit break and enter 
and two charges of break¬ 
ing and entering, also dat¬ 
ing back to fall 2006.

New bus hub angers protesters

The protesters carried 
lime green signs and um¬ 
brellas as they walked 
through puddle-filled 
greenspace along Nantuck¬ 


et Avenue in Dartmouth. 

The new bus terminal 
will have 16 bus bays to ac¬ 
commodate the 18 bus 
routes it serves. 

The current terminal 
serves more than 17,000 
people and is inadequate 
to serve transit demands, 
Lori Patterson, a spokes¬ 
woman for Metro Transit, 
said Thursday. 

“People are getting the 
sense that this is their land 
and they should have a say 
in what goes on and have a 
feel for green space be¬ 
cause it is very important 
for the environment,” said 
Jacob Larkin, one of the 
students who planned the 
protest, as the rain came 


down in heavy sheets. 

The students are con¬ 
cerned with the environ¬ 
mental impact of losing 
the green space, but also 
about safety. 

“They say it’s going to be 
the largest (bus terminal) 
east of Montreal and it’s 
just going to be a safety is¬ 
sue for the school having 
that many adults and 
strangers so close to the 
school,” said Dartmouth 
student Victoria Coig. 

Patterson said the new 
bus station will be built in 
an environmentally friend¬ 
ly way, according to LEED 
standards, and Metro Tran¬ 
sit will keep as much green 
space as possible.

Liberal Leader Michael Ig¬ 
natieff has a day or two to

Ignatieff said he needs

“Only 72 days into this 
new fiscal year, the un¬ 
precedented measures un¬ 
dertaken in our Economic 
Action Plan are starting to 
show some results,” Harper 
said in a speech in Cam¬ 
bridge, Ont. “The effects of 


the recession are begin¬ 
ning to ease.” 

Saddled with a record 
$50.2-billion federal budget 
deficit, the worst jobless 
picture in a decade and de¬ 
pressed business condi¬ 
tions, Harper recounted his 
government’s efforts to 
spur infrastructure spend¬ 
ing, improve the Employ¬ 
ment Insurance (El) sys¬ 
tem, bail out struggling in¬ 
dustries and support educa¬ 
tion and research. 

The Liberals demanded 
these quarterly updates in 
January as a price for keep¬ 
ing Harper’s minority in 
power. And Ignatieff has 
threatened to bring down

Officials urging doctors to test less people for flu 


Canada has already been 
operating in pandemic 
mode, so a decision by the 
World Health 
Organization to hike the 
influenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu, alert 
to the highest level has 
minimal impact here, 
health officials say. 

In fact, health officials are 
urging doctors to test fewer 
people for the H1N1 in¬ 
fluenza virus so resources 
can be focussed on those 
most at risk rather than the 
“worried well.” 

“Essentially we’ve been 
experiencing the pandemic 
for a few months now in 
Canada as one of the three 
countries that was first af-

fected ... Moving the num¬ 
ber from five to six doesn’t 
make any difference to 
that,” Dr. David Butler- 
Jones, chief public health 
officer of Canada, told a 
news conference. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation yesterday declared 
the swine flu outbreak a 
pandemic, raising the alert 
from Phase 5 to 6, the high¬ 
est level. The change re¬ 
flects greater spread of the 
virus, not severity of illness. 
The overwhelming majority 
of those infected have expe¬ 
rienced mild symptoms and 


recovered quickly. 

Meanwhile, Swiss phar¬ 
maceuticals company No¬ 
vartis AG announced it had 
successfully produced a first 
batch of H1N1 vaccine 
ready for pre-clinical test¬ 
ing, weeks ahead of expec¬ 
tations. It was made in Ger¬ 
many in cells, rather than 
grown in eggs as is usually 
done. WHO says a vaccine 
will probably be approved 
and ready for sale after Sep¬ 
tember. More than 30 gov¬ 
ernments have requested 
supplies, Novartis said. 
WHO declared a pandemic 
based on the virus’s sus¬ 
tained transmission in 
more than two global re¬ 
gions.

Margaret Chan said in a 
letter to staff. 

People aged 30-50, preg¬ 
nant women or people 
suffering from chronic 
conditions such as asth¬ 
ma, diabetes or obesity 
are at highest risk, Chan 
told a news conference. 

Countries from Aus¬ 
tralia to Chile and the 
United States are report¬ 
ing the new influenza A

Mexican army taking on corrupt police 


drug war Soldiers are 
cracking down on corrupt 
police in Mexico’s richest 
city, exposing the reach of 
drug traffickers who have 
tarnished its reputation 
for stability and order. 

Heavily armed troops 
have rounded up more 
than 80 police in and 
around the city of Monter¬ 
rey this month after find¬ 
ing lists of officers appar¬ 
ently in the pay of the 


Gulf cartel. Security raids 
came to a head this week 
when masked federal po¬ 
lice faced off in the streets 
at gun point with city cops 
alleged to work for the 
drug gangs. 

Frightened motorists 
fled their cars for fear of a 
shootout that was narrow¬ 
ly avoided. The break¬ 
down in law and order is 
damaging the image of 
one of Latin America’s top 


business cities. 

Drug killings have 
flared in the city since 
2006 in a fight between 
the Gulf cartel and gangs 
from the Pacific state of 
Sinaloa for smuggling 
routes into the United 
States. 

The drug war killed 
more than 6,000 people 
across Mexico in 2008 and 
2,500 people so far this 
year. reuters

Buy America: Blatant protectionism 



C ats, it appears, can 
be herded if the 
stakes are high 
enough. Our 

provincial pre¬ 

miers, in an extraordinary 


display of unanimity, now 
say they support the Harper 
government’s desire to en¬ 
shrine state/provincial and 
local procurement prac¬ 
tices under the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment. 

By expanding NAFTA this 
way, Canada would gain an 
exemption from the Obama 
administration’s Buy Ameri¬ 
ca rules. 

Exemptions are already 
held by several countries — 
Australia, Britain and Mexi¬ 


co among them. They, un¬ 
like Canada, had the fore¬ 
sight to negotiate free trade 
in sub-national procure¬ 
ment contracts with the 
U.S. 

Buy America is blatant 
protectionism, the kind of 
appealing, but self-defeat¬ 
ing economic strategy gov¬ 
ernments use in recessions 
when it’s politically neces¬ 
sary to appear to protect do¬ 
mestic jobs. It’s also the 
kind of measure that pro¬ 
vokes reprisals. 


Ottawa has a good case 
for an exemption. The 
Canadian and U.S. 
economies are highly inte¬ 
grated. A part made in 
Canada might go into a U.S.- 
built component, which is 
then assembled into a fin¬ 
ished Canadian product for 
shipment back to the U.S. 
Think of it as a supra-na¬ 
tional supply chain. 

By one estimate, about 70 
per cent of Canada/U.S. 
trade is this sort of industri¬ 
al back and forth, which 


means that penalizing one 
side automatically disad¬ 
vantages the other. 

Canadian officials would 
like Congress to write an ex¬ 
emption clause into the Buy 
America legislation or have 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma issue an executive order 
doing the same. Both are re¬ 
mote possibilities, meaning 
the likeliest course is re¬ 
opening NAFTA. 

This has its own hazards. 
In addition to swapping an 
exemption for access to 


Canadian procurement 
business, the U.S. might 
have other items on its 
shopping list. A new NAF¬ 
TA will take time, and may 
not take effect until U.S. 
stimulus funds are long 
gone. 

It’s great Canada is finally 
on the case, but we should 
have taken care of this busi¬ 
ness long ago.

But there’s one glaring 
problem facing Darrell Dex¬ 
ter and company — they’ve 
got to find a way to balance 
the budget, which won’t be 
easy. 

That’s something MacDon¬ 
ald no longer has to woriy 
about. He could soon be 
spending his days golfing 
with Pamela Wallin and 
scarfing chicken with Mike 
Duffy in his new role as sena¬ 
tor.

Carney talks recovery 

Exit strategies urged for stimulus spending 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney pledged 
Thursday to stay the 
course on monetary policy 
and said it was important 
for countries to have valid 
exit strategies from stimu¬ 
lus spending as well as 
flexible exchange rates. 

He repeated past lan¬ 
guage that he expects to 
keep the bank’s target in¬ 
terest rate at 0.25 per cent 
through mid-2010, that he 
retains the flexibility to 
use unconventional meas¬ 
ures and that the recent 
sharp rise in the Canadian 
dollar could fully offset re¬ 
cent positive develop¬ 
ments in the Canadian 
economy. 

In the prepared text of a 
speech he was giving in 
Montreal, he said too 
much fiscal stimulus by 
countries could be self-de-

feating if it leads to higher 
interest rates or reduces 
spending by consumers 
worried about tax hikes. 

“It is therefore para¬ 
mount that fiscal policy 
frameworks retain credi¬ 
bility. This requires both 
effective current initiatives 
and realistic exit strate¬ 
gies,” he said. 

Massive fiscal spending 


and tax cuts should make 
growth positive in the 
United States, Japan and 
China in the third quarter, 
but self-sustaining private 
demand in most major 
economies is not yet immi¬ 
nent, he said. 

In remarks that ap¬ 
peared directed at least 
partly at China, Carney 
added countries must 
adopt coherent macroeco¬ 
nomic policies and allow 
“real exchange rates to ad¬ 
just to achieve external 
balance over time ... Given 
the current, deeply syn¬ 
chronous global recession, 
the costs of free riding 
should be obvious to all.” 

Carney said the U.S. cur¬ 
rent account deficit this 
year would fall by almost 
two-thirds from its peak, 
and China's surplus would 

also fall. REUTERS

NHL should show mercy and put the Coyotes out of their misery 



-he slow death of 

the Phoenix Coy¬ 
otes in an Arizona 
courtroom is 
painful to watch, 
but it is highly instructive. 
It’s a bit like a wounded dog 
begging for mercy from a 
too-proud master. 


What is astounding is not 
that the NHL is trying to 
protect its ability to place 
franchises, nor is it that the 
league flinches when a mav¬ 
erick tries to pick off a weak 
member of the herd. 

What really surprises is 
that in tough economic 
times, the pro hockey bosses 
are deaf to the fans’ voices. 

The bottom line in any 
sport is that loyal and devot¬ 
ed followers are needed in 
order to flourish. There has 
to be a fervent commitment 
to the cause. In hockey’s 
case, the disciples live in 
Canada. This is where the 


game is bred in the bone 
and where people crave the 
chance to see an NHL game 
in real life. In southern On¬ 
tario there are millions of 
these obsessed fans. 

In the southern United 
States, pro hockey is at best 
an amusement with a hand¬ 
ful of curious onlookers. At 
worst, the NHL in places 
like Phoenix is an experi¬ 
ment in sustaining ice in 
the heat of the desert. 

It’s unnatural — at times 
cruel — to the fans of a 
beloved game. 

All of this pain and angst 
and a trumped-up court 


case in order to breathe life 
into a barely limping bunch 
of Coyotes. 

Maybe the NHL should do 
what’s fair and what makes 
good business sense. Per¬ 
haps the league might 
agree that its future is north 
of the border in Canada 
where the fans run wild. 

It’s time to put the Coy¬ 
otes out of their misery and 
end the dog days of hockey 
for good.

than Face/Off. Maybe it’s 
the hastily drawn neck tat¬ 
toos or the oddly vitriolic 
dislike of Italian-Ameri- 
cans, but he nearly de¬ 
vours the entire hijacked 
subway car with his 
scenery-chewing. 

Surrounding Washing¬ 


ton and Travolta’s extend¬ 
ed dialogue are some pret¬ 
ty ridiculous plot points, 
including a video-chat- 
happy girlfriend picking 
the worst possible time to 
harangue her hostage 
boyfriend via his Wi-Fi- 
enabled laptop hidden on 


the subway car floor. 

And when the ransom 
delivery car’s mad dash 
through Manhattan comes 
to a crashing halt, James 
Gandolfini’s mayor won¬ 
ders aloud why no one 
thought to use a helicop¬ 
ter. The problem is, it’s a 
valid question, and the 
filmmakers don’t excuse 
themselves by simply hav¬ 
ing the mayor raise it. 

Other details irk, like fi¬ 
nancial reporters freaking 
out over the pre-credit- 
crunch Dow dropping all 
the way down to 12,000.

_ Twenty years ago 

his movies put a broad grin 
on my face. I loved his silly 
giggle in Beverly Hills Cop, 
his version of Greatest 
Love of All in Coming to 
America, and the “My 
mother was like Clint East- 
wood with a shoe...” rou¬ 
tine from Delirious is one 
of the funniest mono¬ 
logues ever, but that was 
when Eddie and I were 
both much younger. 

Now an Eddie Murphy 
movie is as welcome as a 
case of gingivitis. That 
makes me angry. He may 
be the biggest, most talent¬ 


ed star in Hollywood who 
consistently makes the 
worst movies. Don’t get 
me wrong, nobody hits a 
home run every time, but 
Murphy’s recent batting 
average is worse than 
most. 

He’s never been consis¬ 
tent, but in the old days for 
every stinker like Vampire 
in Brooklyn he’d make two 
others that were drop dead 
funny. Of late though, he’s 
been stuck in Vampire in 
Brooklyn mode, trying to 
suck laughs out of increas¬ 
ingly thin scripts. 

Let’s look at the good, 
the bad and the ugly on 
Murphy’s filmography. 

THE GOOD: In Dreamgirls 
Murphy gives the kind of 
performance that he’s only 
hinted at in other films.

Mostly it’s a big screen ad 
for a Disney theme park 
ride. 

THE UGLY: With so many to 
choose from — Meet Dave, 
The Adventures of Pluto 
Nash, for example — it’s 


hard to decide but I’ll pick 
Norbit because it’s the 
movie that cost Eddie his 
Oscar. He was nominated 
for Dreamgirls but had the 
misfortune to have Norbit 
open in theatres the week 
Academy voters were cast¬ 
ing their ballots. Any good¬ 
will he accumulated with 
Dreamgirls evaporated 
when Oscar tastemakers

A revolution in French music 

Catchy new album is helping pop-rock band Phoenix get noticed

Success has a funny way of 
finding artists. 

Back in the late ’90s it 
seemed achievable almost 
overnight for Parisian acts 
like Daft Punk and Air, who 
carved separate niches into 
pop’s ample market. 
Phoenix was also there in 
the suburb of Versailles, 
and though the band had a 
unique sound — catalogue 
it somewhere between the 
Strokes, Steely Dan and the 
Art of Noise — the band 
never received any framed 
platinum discs. 

“At the beginning it was 
really hard,” admits front¬ 
man Thomas Mars. “I don’t 
think we were even giving 
people a chance to like us 
because (United, the band’s 
2000 debut album) sound¬ 
ed more like commercial 
suicide to me. I remember 


being in France and eveiy- 
one was confused, even by 
the record cover.” 

They shouldn’t really 
blame themselves. The 
Frenchmen have crafted 
some of the most sophisti¬ 


cated, hummable pop mu¬ 
sic of the last decade and 
never changed their cre¬ 
ative process while doing 
so. Mars sees each record 
“as a photo album that rep¬ 
resents you at a certain 


time. I think we just want 
to make different records 
all the time. We don’t real¬ 
ly see any record as an up¬ 
grade.” 

He may see it that way, 
but there is an unmistak¬ 


able vibrancy and progres¬ 
sion with the fourth 
Phoenix album, Wolfgang 
Amadeus Phoenix. The 
rhythms are savvier, the 
melodies prompter and 
the arrangements are flaw¬ 
lessly constructed. And it’s 
gotten noticed — now peo¬ 
ple are finally catching on. 

“To me it’s more ex¬ 
treme, it’s also a little more 
futuristic,” says Mars of the 
new album. “All of the in¬ 
spirations were so different 
that we couldn’t find a way 
to put them together, so it 
is a record that was maybe 
a little more painful to 
make. But in the end it was 
more satisfying because it 
was more like a Franken¬ 
stein. (Because of it) I think 
the songs of United have a 
chance again.” 

As witnessed by an ap¬ 
pearance on Saturday 
Night Live back in April, 
Phoenix have also pro¬ 
gressed as a live band,

Letterman finally victorious 

CBS' Late Show overtakes N BC's Tonight Show in ratings last week 


Julia Roberts and the Black 
Eyed Peas helped David 
Letterman overtake Conan 
O’Brien in the late-night 
ratings competition Tues¬ 
day night. 

CBS’ Late Show earned a 
higher overnight number 
than NBC’s Tonight Show 
for the first time since the 
NBC late-night franchise 
switched hosts from Jay 
Leno to Conan O’Brien last 
week. 


On the seventh day of 
Letterman vs. O’Brien, CBS 
earned a 3.4 metered-mar- 
lcet household rating to 
NBC’s 2.9. Late Show was 
also up 13 per cent from 
the previous week and 17 
per cent from the year-ear- 
lier period. 

O’Brien’s guests Tuesday 
were Eddie Murphy, An¬ 
gela Kinsey and Bonnie 
Raitt. 

The ratings gap between 


the hosts has been narrow¬ 
ing nearly every night 
since O’Brien took the 
helm of Tonight on June 1. 
The last time Late Show 
topped Tonight under Jay 
Leno was eight months 
ago. 

One mitigating factor: 
NBC aired live National 
Hockey League playoff cov¬ 
erage Tuesday in prime¬ 
time, which led to low-rat¬ 
ed local programming air¬ 


ing in the latter hours on 
the West Coast, potentially 
providing Tonight with a 
wealcer-than-usual lead-in. 

When asked about 
O’Brien’s ratings Tuesday 
at an event, NBC co-chair 
Marc Graboff noted that 
the late-night ratings game 
“is a marathon,” not a 
sprint, and that this is a 
contest that will be fought 
over years.

Grand Analog burns it up

If there's any CD title that 
doesn't need artwork it’s 
Grand Analog's latest, 
Metropolis Is Burning. The 
Winnipeg-turned-Toronto 
group may have come up 
with one of the most vivid 
album names — and that 


was the point. 

“Man, do I love the term 
burning,” says Odario 
Williams, as he chows 
down a steak sandwich at a 
Toronto pub. “Partly be¬ 
cause of it’s reggae conno¬ 
tations — them reggae cats 
want to burn everything — 
and if anything should be 
burning its metropolis.” 

Still, despite the fiery vi¬ 


sions the name conjures 
up, Williams won’t dis¬ 
close exactly what he was 
thinking when he came up 
with the title — “I wanted 
something that could be 
left to interpretation,” he 
says — though he does ad¬ 
mit that his sophomore al¬ 
bum, and his first disc, Cal- 
ligraffiti, are about cities. 

And if this hip-hop artist 
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Jp ' Model: Ming Berube-Sam Hair: Keagan Coolen 
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knows anything, it’s what 
makes different towns tick. 

Williams grew up in 
Winnipeg and made a 
name from himself under 
the moniker Mood Ruff. 

He came to Toronto five 
years ago in the hopes of 
playing some music, 
though he launched Grand 
Analog as an experiment. 

Soon enough he became 
a staple of the Toronto hip- 
hop scene. 

But this isn’t just a tale of 
two cities; he has also 
toured Canada numerous 
times, spending time in 
Canadian locales big and 
small. “Cities have a char¬ 
acter to them, a personali¬ 
ty,” he says. 

“It usually takes leaving 
to really get it. Whenever I 
go to the next city I think 
about the one I left.” 

Like the complex make¬ 
up of his various Metropo¬ 


lises, Williams’ music is a 
dense mixture of sounds 
and genres. Take It Slow 
melds reggae, some elec¬ 
tro and dub. Magnifico, 
with its distorted riffs and 
funk groove, recalls Lenny 
Kravitz, while others 
throw in some jazz and 
melodic hip-hop beats into 
the mix. 

Williams likes to think 
the world is ready for 
genre-bending artists, 
though on his MySpace 
page he called out people 
who were upset that a rap 
track from his hip-hop co¬ 
hort Shad was an iTunes 
song of the week. 

“That’s the high school 
way of thinking. I’m prep 
so this what I listen to, I’m 
goth so this is what I listen 
to,” he says. “The goth kids 
can’t confess that there’s a 
hip-hop song they actually 
like. We’re still in a world 


where everything is com¬ 
partmentalized. You go to 
a record store and every¬ 
thing is in its section. Rap? 
I’m going to categorize 
that under 50 Cent. If it 
doesn’t sound like that 
people are off balance. 

“But there’s more and 
more acceptance for peo¬ 
ple who are outside of that 
box,” he adds, “ft used to 
be uncool to be alternative 
of anything. Now it’s not 
like that.” 

Even though more peo¬ 
ple are accepting of acts 
that combine disparate 
styles, Williams admits he 
still has a long road ahead 
of him before he can be a 
fixture on both the Canadi¬ 
an and U.S. music scenes. 

“But I’m not worried,” 
he says. “Eventually people 
will catch onto the sounds 
that we’re doing because 
it’s genuine.”

The future has come 

Juan MacLean crafts ‘electronic dance punk' on new disc 



The Juan MacLean’s latest album, The Future Will Come, 
received instant praise for its unique amalgamation of indie 
rock’s natural warmth and dance’s infectious, upbeat rhythms.

“This is the most terrifying 
album to make/’ admits 
John MacLean — a.k.a. 

The Juan MacLean — 
about his sophomore 
effort The Future Will 
Come (DFA Records). 

“The first one is easy. It’s 
been lingering around for 
years. With the second, 
you’re really put on the 
spot; told to make an al¬ 
bum. People more often 
than not disappoint their 
fans’ expectations.” 

MacLean’s fears are un¬ 


warranted. Released in 
mid-April, the 10-traclc af¬ 
fair received instant praise 
for its unique amalgama¬ 
tion of indie rock’s natural 
warmth and dance’s infec¬ 
tious, upbeat rhythms. 

Referring to his creation 
as “electronic dance-punk,” 
MacLean spearheads a rare 
faction of musicians unit¬ 
ing dichotomous musical 
genres by embracing their 
core elements: A live band 
and digital programming, 
respectively. The Future 
Will Come is one of the 
first dance albums record¬ 
ed with an entire cast of 
musicians. Yet how does a 


post-punlc guitarist noted 
for his history with ’90s in¬ 
die rockers Six Finger Satel¬ 
lite translate into dance 
music innovator? MacLean 
blames ennui. 

“I (became) disenchanted 
with indie rock by the late- 
’90s,” he grumbles. “It’d 
become uniform, colle¬ 
giate and uninteresting. It 
lost all of its appeal so I 
thought it was better to 
quit and get out while I 
still felt good about it 
rather than linger on and 
become mediocre; do 
something disingenuous 
that I wasn’t happy with. I 
left music altogether until 


(friends) got me my first 
primitive set-up — a com¬ 
puter, sampler and record¬ 
ing device.” 

Pulling from his rock his¬ 
tory and embracing an in¬ 
herent appreciation for 
electronics, The Juan 
MacLean was born, issuing 
debut effort Less Than Hu¬ 
man in 2005. Tapping into 
his recording experience, 
MacLean injected authen¬ 
tic instruments into crafted 
beats, a then-revolutionary 
technique that is still unat¬ 
tainable to most today. Be¬ 
cause of Less Than Hu¬ 
man’s mysterious appeal, it 
— and thereby The Future 


Will Come — took off ex¬ 
ponentially, the mousey 
MacLean fast becoming 
world-renowned to dancers 
and shoe gazers alike. 

“In the dance world, peo¬ 
ple don’t make records 
that way,” MacLean rea¬ 
sons. “They aren’t making 


live-sounding records so we 
go in with this attitude of 
playing dance music live, 
adding live drums, bass, 
keyboard playing and per¬ 
cussion. We bring that ex¬ 
pertise in the recording as¬ 
pect. It’s emulated but diffi¬ 
cult to achieve.”

I would have quit: Van Morrison 


Van Morrison hates the 
fame game so much that 
he would have abandoned 
his music career 40 years 
ago if one of his early 
albums had made him a 
superstar. 

The album in question is 
his second solo release, As¬ 
tral Weeks, which failed to 
crack the U.S. or British 
pop charts when it came 
out in 1968 but is now re¬ 
garded as one of the great¬ 
est musical works of the 
rock era and is generating 
new interest more than 40 
years since its release. 

Undaunted by the initial 
commercial setback, the 
Irish soul singer says he 
“just moved on” to his 


next project: The 1970 al¬ 
bum Moondance whose ti¬ 
tle track is one of his best- 
known songs. 

If Astral Weeks had gen¬ 
erated the sales commen¬ 
surate with its eventual 
stellar status and trans¬ 
formed him into a huge 
star, Morrison is sure of his 
his reaction. 

“I would have quit the 
business had that hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “I am not 
one who has ever taken 
well to fame and what that 
attracts. It’s a drag. I just 
wanted to be a songwriter 
and a singer. I did not bar¬ 
gain for all the rest of it.” 

Morrison, now 63, has 
spent his entire career try¬ 


ing to dodge “all the rest of 
it,” in the process becom¬ 
ing one of rock’s most un¬ 
knowable figures. A hugely 
influential artist, Morrison 
has earned a reputation as 
a grumpy old man and has 
zero tolerance for showbiz 
frivolity. He even failed to 
turn up to his Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame induc¬ 
tion in 1993. REUTERS

The sentencing of two 
American journalists — 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee 
— to 12 years in a North 
Korean labour camp 
helped place the 
spotlight on the dangers 
reporters face while try¬ 
ing to do their jobs. The 
committee to Protect 
Journalists announced in 
2005 that murder was 
the leading cause of job- 
related death among 
journalists, and found 
the Philippines, Iraq, Co¬ 
lumbia, Bangladesh and 
Russia to be among the 
most dangerous. Here 
are some suggestions to 
learn more about the 
dangers journalists face: 

• ONLINE: Canadian Jour¬ 
nalists for Free 
Expression (cjfe.org) is

The Committee to 
Protect Journalists 
(cpj.org) is an independ¬ 
ent,nonprofit 
organization promoting 
press freedom worldwide 
by defending the rights 
of journalists to report 
the news without fear of 
reprisal. 

•MOVIES: The films 
When the Sky Falls and 
Veronica Guerin — star¬ 
ring Cate Blanchett — 
both tell the story of the 
Irish crime reporter who 
was murdered while driv¬ 
ing a few kilometers out¬ 
side Dublin in 1996 by 
drug dealers. Another 
movie that deals with the 
dangers journalists face 
on the job is The Killing 
Fields (based on the expe¬ 
riences of three journal¬ 
ists in Cambodia during 
the Khmer Rouge 
regime). 

•BOOKS: We Wish to In¬ 
form You That Tomorrow 
We Will Be Killed With 
Our Families: Stories 
from Rwanda, by The 
New Yorker writer Philip 
Gourevitch, chronicles 
the mass killings and 
strife during the Rwanda 
genocide.

Italian Meatballs 
in Tomato Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) olive oil 

2 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

2 celery stalks, finely 
chopped 

8 oz (250 g) lean ground 
beef 

8 oz (250 g) lean ground 
pork 

1/2 cup (125 ml) fresh 
bread crumbs 
1 egg white 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) dried 
oregano 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) dried basil 

1 can crushed tomatoes 

2 onions, finely chopped 
2 tbsp (25 ml) tomato 
paste 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) black pep¬ 
per 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). In small frying 
pan , heat oil over moder¬ 
ate heat. Add garlic and 
celery and saute until soft¬ 
ened and lightly browned, 
5 minutes. Remove from 
heat and let cool slightly. 

2. In bowl, combine 
ground beef, ground pork, 
bread crumbs, egg white, 
oregano and basil. Stir in 


celery mixture until just 
combined. 

3. Using your hands, shape 
mixture into 16 meatballs 
about 1 1/2 in (3.5 cm) 
across. 

4. Spray rack with 
vegetable oil cooking 
spray. Place meatballs on 
rack over baking tray, and 
bake until well browned 
on all sides, 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes, turning occasionally. 
Transfer to plate and 
reserve. Meanwhile, in 
large nonstick frying pan 
over moderate heat, com¬ 
bine tomatoes, onions and 
tomato paste and bring to 
boil. Cover and simmer 
mixture until slightly 
thickened, about 12 min¬ 
utes. 

5. Return meatballs to fry¬ 
ing pan. Cover and cook 
until cooked through, 20 
minutes. Stir parsley into 
tomato sauce and season 
with black pepper.
